The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of a venous filter 
comprising a strut portion and an anchor portion fit together via a positive and a 
negative thread, and wherein the thread on either of the strut portion, and anchor 
portion, or both comprises an electrolytically active thread that erodes quickly; wherein 
the strut potion can be separated from the anchor portion at least in part by the 
application of an electrical current; or a strut portion, a temperature sensitive portion and 
an anchor portion, wherein the temperature sensitive portion is comprised of a 
temperature sensitive material different from the anchor portion and provides for 
separation of the anchor portion from the temperature sensitive portion upon removal of 
the venous filter at least in part by changing the temperature around at least the 
temperature sensitive portion.
